Within the university, a number of student and faculty grouvs of political 
nature, both legal and illegal exists. Legal groups include IDP and CTU 
informal organizations, strongly influeneed by SED, and an SED professional i 
(Betriebs) group. This latter has a membershi;, of €00, over fifty percent 
nowinal and a fourth SPD who belong only in default of a real SPD froup. 
Only about 60 of the members are politically active, end this mostly with 
registration forms -and information service. The SED group controls the 
theoretically independent FPNJ but ust thé FDGR group, which was formed 
by SPD adherents to counteract SLD. SPD also has an illesal group of i 
about twenty. students, and CDU maintains connections with students : 
through Peter Scholz, a member of the CDU Zone Executive Committee in : 
Jena. An illegal group of KPP students and faculty members includes 2 
some SED officials and personnel trained in Russia. 


A special plan was initiated at the University of Jena to change the 
political composition of the student group. Nineteen percent of the 
Students are classified as worker-studentsa (Arbeiterstudenten)}), enrolled 
without fulfilling the abitur requirements. The plan was not particularly 
successful, since in the student council elections of February 1947 seven 
LDP, four CDU, and tvo non-party candidates were chosen and only six SED, 
of whom three were KPD and one SEP originally. When student chairman 
Brendel was forced out in June 1947 for LDP-SPD sympathies, he was : 
succeeded by another LDP adherent, Reichenbach, in spite of SED opposition. | 


Por additional eontrol of student group composition, enrollment was 
limited to worker-students with abiturs,, and SEP preparatory schools : 
were encourased to expand. The university, however, in order to 


-avold receivii:g students with one-sided political training, attempted to 


influence the preparator; schools towerds a brouder basic education. 

The 88D countered by placing preparatory schools in Brfurt, Eilsenach, 
and Gera as well as Jena, where they wuld be further rumoved from 
university dotination. As a result, the university fears for the integ- 
rity of its teaching, since the SED Ideology regards its own dormatic 
treatment of all problems as the highest ain of education and science. 
"ith the entire weignt of the government on the SED and preparatory 
school side, the university efforts are at best ineffectual, 


Under former tlinister of Culture Wolf, the ministry directly controlled 
all questions of higher education. After his replacement by Frat Maria 
Turborst, a sharp combat arose betieen the ministry and the university 
over the problem of autononous administration, but Fran Turhorst appears 
to prefer delaying tactics to Volfts more insistent and irpetuous 
approach. Liaison is maintained with the SED Land Execitive Committes 
through Fritz Heymann, who conveys special directives to rs. Turherss.
